• ROBBERY: Between 1540 and 1600 hours on July 20th, four unknown 

males entered a townhome on Sawyer Square and confronted a teenaged 

resident. One of the suspects brandished a knife and demanded cash. The 

suspects grabbed $400 from the victim along with a black Xbox One and 

black iPhone 5. A second resident of the home returned during the incident 

and was also confronted by the suspects. The suspect with the knife is 

described as a B/M, 21-22 YO, 5’9-5’10”, slim build with black hair, dark 

eyes, and a dark complexion. The suspects left in a gold SUV, possibly a 

Chevrolet, which was occupied by another unknown subject.

ASSAULT:  September 24, 2015 victim was running in the area of 

Riverside Parkway and Kipheart Drive approximately 5:45AM

Victim was assaulted by an unknown male while tackled to the 

ground. Victim was able to fight off the suspect and run to a passerby 

who drove her home. 

The suspect is described as a black male and was wearing a hoodie, 

possibly grey in color, with the hood up. He was also wearing 

possible khaki pants. 

Suspect fled the area on foot towards the Lansdowne Town Center. 

Case still under investigation by Major Crimes.

***Also during the early morning hours, a female jogger in the area of Ida Lee 

Park and N. King St., a black male subject, approx. 5’5”, wearing a hooded 

sweatshirt ran by and grabbed her buttocks.

Residential Traffic Calming Program

What is traffic calming?

Traffic calming is the slowing of motorists on residential streets using physical and non-physical 

measures without restricting access. Because addressing speeding on one street will likely 

push the problem to adjacent streets, traffic calming is a community initiative, and will likely 

include several or more streets within a community.

A street must satisfy basic requirements to be eligible for the program:

 Publicly owned and maintained

 Classified as a local residential roadway

 2-lane roadway

 25 mph posted speed limit (or less)

 Stakeholders Meeting

 Petition Process

 Traffic Calming Plan

Typical Physical Measures

Speed Humps, Raised Crosswalks, Choker, Mini Roundabout, Chicane, Raised Median Island
